The posthumous award 
went to Blair Garnett, 15. of 
Mill Bay, drowned in July, 
1969 off Long P«jach when the 
pleasure craft in which he 
and ten others were travelling 
capsized. Three other passen¬ 
gers also drowned. 

The association also 
awarded bronze medals to 
survivors Kenneth Norris. 14, 


and David Garnett, 13, both of 
Mill Bay. for their rescue 
attempts in the Long Beach 
tragedy.

Oil Talks Collapse 

Stage Now Set 
For Fuel Crisis 


TEHERAN (UPI) - Oil- 
producing nations and major 
petroleum companies broke 
off price talks Tuesday, set¬ 
ting the stage for the west’s 
mo6t serious fuel crisis since 
the 1967 Middle East war. 

Iran, one of the wwld's 
major oil nations, threatened 
“very strong” action by the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, which 
provides the bulk of fuel for 
Western Europe and Japan. 

Western oil sources said the 
breakdown in talks made it 
impossible for the companies 
and countries to agree on 
prices before a Feb. 3 OPEC 
deadline.

‘The western iompanies 
preferred not to reach an 
agreement, therefore they 
should bear all toe responsi- 
bility for further action 
against them.”

Amou?egar said in a com¬ 
munique. 

He predicted the OPEC 
nations “will pass a very 
strong resolution against tlie 
oil companies” at a scheduled 
meeting today. Oil sources 
said if militants take control 
of the meeting the resolution 
might call for a cutoff of oil 
supplies to Japan and 
Western Europe.

The 10-nution (£ec had 
threatened to cut oil supplies 
to Western Europe and Japan 
if the negotiations, which have 
been going on for weeks, did 
not result in a satisfactory 
settlement by today. 

“We are terribly dis¬ 
appointed,” said Lord Strath- 
almond of British Petroleum, 
who headed the negotiating 
team for the 22 western 
companies. “Progress was 
being made but time was 
against us.”

Dear Dr. Thoateson: Would

Part of your question is 
easy enough to answer. Part 


months pass. As a generality, 
I favor getting a baby started 
on baby foods quite early, say 
at the age of a couple of 
months. 

One important trick Is to 
start getting the baby used to 
such foods by gentle stages. A 
taste of one of these 
“strange” new foods — 
strange to the baby — mixed 
with milk or formula usually 
will be accepted readily. Kept 
thin enough, the mixture will 
have a consistency not too 
much different from what the 
baby is used to. 

But if you try to switch 
abruptly to baby food without 
thinning it with formula, a 
baby may spit it out and 
acquire an instant aversion to 
new foods. And then you have 
troubles.

1970, the Apollo 14 
pilots saw the described 
mysterious light flashes inside 
their eyeballs. 

Scientists believe cosmic 
rays — otherwise invisible — 
can penetrate a spacecraft 
and even a man’s closed eyes 
and trigger strange flashings 
in the optic nerves. 

Shepard and Mitchell are 
scheduled to land on the moon 
Friday morning to explore an 
ancient lunar valley, ^ 

It took the astronauts six 
tries to link together the two 
spaceships for the first time 
after starting toward tha 
moon. 

If the system fails again 
and the astronauts are unable 
to get die two spacecraft 
back together after the moon 
landing, Shepard and Mitchell 
will have to make a space 
walk 80 miles above the lunar 
surface to rejoin Roosa in the 
mother ship. 


SPACE.- CENTRE, Houston 
(UPI) — Apollo 14 streaked 
safely past the point in its 
mission where the last Amer¬ 
ican moonship met near 
disaster and zeroed in today 
on man’s most ambitious 
lunar landing. 

With cosmic flashes in their 
eyes, the astronauts passed 
the 55-hour, 48-minute mark 
of their flight at 11:51 p.m. 
EST Tuesday. 

That was the hour last 
April when Apollo 13's crew 
called out “Hey! We’v* got a 
problem here” and began the 
space age's most epic fight 
for survival. 

Apollo 14 commander Alan 
Shepard, 47, said before his 
mission he hoped it would 
erase the “stigma” left by 
the oxygen tank explosion 
that wrecked Apollo 13’s 
landing. Apollo 14 is attempt¬ 
ing to duplicate the goals of 
the Ill-fated flight.

r\R SCOTT WALLACE summed it up quite 
. neatly in the legislature at the outset of the 
Throne Speech debate: “A man's home is no longer 
his castle under expropriation procedures in this 

province. The heavy hand of government, under 
the nom de plume crown corporation, can 
expropriate an individual’s property at an 
unrealistic, low price, making a mockery of his 
freedom and abusing his civil rights.” 

Now, however, there is assurance from 
Attorney-General Leslie Peterson that the govern 
mept is at last moving on this situation, that it is 
working on a draft of a new expropriation law and 
it is being studied by the B.C. Law Reform 
Commission. And from the commission comes 
somewhat contradictory advice that in the coming 
year it will begin a study which is expected to 


* 

produce a draft statute on expropriation which will 
contain the best features of the 1964 Clyne royal 

commission report and federal and Ontario 
legislation. 

Moving, however, doesn’t necessarily mean 
moving swiftly, and while one is mindful of the 
complications of consolidating into one act the 
expropriation procedures contained now in more 
than two dozen B.G statutes, government studies 
too often appear to be exercises in procrastination. 

The injustice of the B.G laws, compered for 
Instance with the federal legislation which enables 
dispossessed owners to move into equivalent 
accommodation, to be compensated for dislocation 
and to have appraisal and legal costs paid in 
certain circumstances, cries out for correction. A 
year from now is really too long to wait for a new 
law, but at least it should be a commitment 


Where Stands Ottawa? 


TJ7HILE THE SITUATION in Uganda seems to 
W have largely settled down after the military 
take-over by General Idi Amin, Dr. Milton Obote, 
the deposed president of that republic, is 
desperately seeking to regain his former position 
through trying to enlist the aid of neighboring 
African states. 

| Whether he hopes that such support will come 
lii the shape of a military invasion of Uganda or 

through spme kind of diplomatic embargo being 
brought to bear against the new regime, is, of 
qburse, not clear at the moment. 

Whatever the end result of this latest Africa 
Coup, the situation does underline the uncertainty , 
of politics as they are played in the dark continent. 

Commenting on the affair, one leading London 
Journal observes that in modem Africa black 
dictators tumble from power as cruelly and 


suddenly as the heads from the sbouldei*s of Henry 
VIII courtiers in Tudor England, 

Conceding that many newly-independent black 
African states have coped well, it points out that it 
would be folly for Britain “to rely for its defence 
needs in the Indian Ocean and round the Cape on 
these politically immature regimes. That is why 
Mr Heath reluctantly looks to white South Africa. 
Its racial policies are abhorrent, but, as a naval 
ally it has thr& undoubted assets: stability, wealth 
and Immunity to Communist infiltration ...” 

Unfortunate and unpalatable as this may be, 
this appears to be the fact of political life in black 
and white Africa today. 

It will be interesting to see how Ottawa — 
which attached such weight to Dr. Obote’s anti- 
British pronouncements before and during the 
Commonwealth conference — will react to this 
latest development

Article 19 of the Geneva 
Convention of 1949 states that 
“fixed establishments and 
mobile medical units of the 
medical service" shall under 
no circumstances be attacked 
but shall at all times be 
res pec ted and protected. 
Principle VI of the Nurem- 
burg Charter lists as a war 
crime “wanton destruction of 
cities, towns or villages not 
Justified by in Hilary 
necessity.” 

"Nearly a third of the 
people of South Vietnam and 
Laos have been moved from 
their homes," the letter says.

The Prime Minister’s Performance 


As was shown in the Second 

World War, bombing is 
notoriously hit-or-miss, d e - 
spite the charts and maps of 
highly organised areas. Where 
the targets are jungle trails 
and vaguely defined villages 
on indeterminate mops, it 4* a 
rigged form of Russian rou¬ 
lette, with the victims down 
below having no choice but 
to take the blow when it 
comes. 

The Ultimate form of this 
deadly roulette 4s the free-fire 
zone. In I^aos, and perhaps 
now also in Cambodia, such a 
zone is an open target where 
bombs may be unloaded in¬ 
discriminately. There is no 
fuss about trails drawn on 
imaginative maps; Just pull 
the trigger, and off into the 
wild Blue yonder. 

So devastating is the imi>act 
of the suffering civilians seen 
at firsthand that Americans 
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“Most of them are the 
victims of forced transfers by 
the allied military ar satma- 
tion bombing or are farm 
people who have seen their 
land become unproductive 
because of the defoliation.” 

It is. to be sure, a guerrilla 
war — a war of unmitigated 
cruelty, the booby trap. the.- 
land mine. The inhumane 
treatment of American 
prisoners of war violates the 
Geneva Convention on many 
scores. But, presumably, 
someday this conflict will end 
and the question is what will 
happen to a people ground 
down so close to the survival 
line by years of war. 

★ * ★ 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s 
subcommittee on refugees has 
been almost the only focus of 
concern for. the plight of 
helpless civilians. The com¬ 
mittee’s findings showing how 
empty is the official Ameri¬ 
can rhetoric out of Vietnam 
about refugees resettled in 
supjiosedly pacified areas has 
been underwritten by the 
General Accounting Office. 
GAO in two special reports 
confirms the huge burden of 
suffering bo^ne by civilians 
shuffled from place to place 
and with hospital care for the 
wounded and burned pitifully 
inadequate. 

One of the serious charges 
leveled against the “good" 
Germans, the solid middle 
class, under the Nazis was 
their professed ignorance of 
or indifference to the sys¬ 
tematic extermination of the 
Jews. Will the time come 
when the Americans suffer in 
world opinion the charge of 
shutting our eye# to mass 
suffering and something like 
extermination? 

This is not wilful exter¬ 
mination. as with the Nazis, 
but in theory is the prosecu¬ 
tion of a war. In the GI term 
the victims are gooks, face¬ 
less Asian peasants. But they 
are also human beings as 
capable of suffering and 
sorrow as though their skins 
were white. 


KTOW that most of the 
1 1 heroes and anti-heroes of 
the Commonwealth confer- 
ence are back from Singa¬ 
pore, parliamentarians here 
have been peering through the 
settling dust to assess Just 
what happened and what part 
Prim* Minister Pierre Tru¬ 
deau had in making it 
happen. 

Depending on your parlia¬ 
mentary point .of view, the 
Singapore story can be read 
in many varied ways. 

One of the more interesting 
Is that of Wallace Nesbitt, for 
18 consecutive years Con¬ 
servative MP for Ontario’s 
Oxford constituency and long 
one of his party’s leading 
studmts of the conduct of 
Canada’s foreign affairs. 

* * ★ 

The way he weighs .the 
prime minister s Singapore 
performance, the prime 
minister did the thing he does 
best: lectured. 

There was the prime minis¬ 
ter, in his "one world” pose, 
conducting a seminar in race 
relations, and giving all the 
best of his lecture to the 
black African states, and the 
worst of it to the minority 
white members of the 
Commonwealth. 

The prime minister's great 
flaw, the way Wallace Nesbitt 
sees it, was the acceptance of 
Zambia — leader of the 
African militants — as a “non- 
aligned" state, and its presi¬ 
dent, activist Kenneth Kuanda 
as a rational, reasonable and 
r e sponsible Commonwealth 
representative. - 

★ ★ ★ 

It was President Luanda's 
n e i ghbor, confidante and 
partner in black African “non- 
alignment,” Tanzania, recalls 
Mr. Nesbitt, which not long 
ago kicked out Canadian 
military advisers who had 
been schooling and training 
the republic's troops and 
rolled out the red carpet for 
Chinese advisers. 

Both republics, charges the 
outspoken Ontario' Conserva¬ 
tive, are “front-runners for 
the Kremlin — if the Rus¬ 
sians want Britain blocked in 
Indian Ocean and South 
Atlantic defence, this pair of 
communist mischief - makers 
try to take care of It.” 

Zambia, Tanzania and other 
"non-aligned" Commonwealth 
African states, not long 
before the conference, held 
one of their own. 

At it they condemned 
Britain’s intention to resume 
arms sales to South Africa, 
but deleted specific condem¬ 
nation of France for the 
actual and continuing sale of 
arms to Pretoria over an 
extended jieriod of years.

politics they play, and the 
majority of Commonwealth 
members know this, keep 
their cool, and compromise. 

Taking a hard-headed prag¬ 
matic business view of the 
Commonwealth, the industry, 
trade and commerce depart¬ 
ment some months ago re¬ 
organized its export policy 
division, scrapping its Com¬ 
monwealth branch and lump¬ 
ing Commonwealth and non- 
Co m m o n wealth countries 
together on a regional basis. 

Commonwealth trade is 
small. Last year Britain 
bought only 8.8 per cent of 
Canada’s exports, and the 
rest of the Commonwealth 
took only 4.5 per cent. 

* * ★ 

And, interestingly enough, 
the “rest” of the Common¬ 
wealth includes such former 
members as Ireland and 
South Africa. 

Preferences began as a 
Commonwealth membership 
trade inducement, but since 
have been written into a 
series of agreements between 
Canada and each of the 
continuing and former 
members. 

So the trading preferences, 
the industry, trade and com¬ 
merce department is con¬ 
vinced, no matter what hap¬ 
pened to the Commonwealth, 
would survive.

continent around the globe. 

"A Commonwealth without 
Britain jusCcouldn’t be," says 
Diefr "With Britain gone it 
would collapse. These 
countries would nail have 
existed nor could survive 
without Britain.”. 

And he warned, as if 
nodding in Prime Minister 
Trudeau’s direction, continued 
attempts to dictate to Britain 
“by the smaller members of 
the Commonwealth,” with 
sympathy if not actual out¬ 
right support of Canada — 
this was in apparent refer¬ 
ence to African opposition to 
British arms sales to South 
Africa — would be “the death 
of the Commonwealth.” 


Least Harmful Addict 


They condemned the 
♦Americans for involvement In 
Vietnam, but remained silent 
on the Soviet occupation of 
Czechoslovakia. 

They condemned Israel for 
occupying some Arab terri¬ 
tory, but were mum about 
Arab guerrillas hijacking jets 
and holding hundreds of inno¬ 
cent people hostage in the 
desert. 

Finally, while imploring the 
black African "soldiers of non- 
alignment,” as he called them, 
to fight for freedom and

Which is worse for a country—inflation or de¬ 
pression? Certainly no country can survive an over¬ 
dose of either. It now seems dear that we have not 
learned (at least in Canada) to manage the economy 
well enough to operate in that moat desirable of all 
stages—economic growth with stable prices. So per¬ 
haps a choice must be made. 

Only • year ago the major * 

economic problem in Canada 
was inflation. The papers 
were full of reports of the 
evils that inflation caused. 

It was alleged that inflation 
was an unfair tax on people 
with fixed incomes — mainly 
the low income members of 
society and the pensioners; 
that it led to poor manage¬ 


ment decisions because of 
excessive expectations; that it 
would price our exports out of 
world markets. 

Also thaWit made it impos¬ 
sible for governments to 
supply the services the com¬ 
munity needed; that it dis¬ 
couraged saving; that it 
created labor unrest; and that 


if it were allowed to continue 
unchecked it would eventually 
destroy all value of the 
currency and lead to a 
mammouth breakdown In the 
economic system. 

Clearly, such a situation 
was intolerable and had to be 
stopped — and K has been. 
The consumer price index had 
stabilized and expectations 
have at least been dampened, 
if not reversed.

Action in Cambodia Index to Nixon’s Mind 


By JOSEPH KRAFT, from Washington 

The stepped-up American action in Cambodia 
is chiefly important as an index of President 
Nixon’s state of mind. The showing is of a leader 
still animated by the need to prove he can be tough. 
And that bodes nasty for the true crunch that will 
be coming several months hence in Vietnam. 

In tracing White House thinking, a good point of 
departure is a little-known mission that went to Cambodia last 
month under Brig.-Gen. Alexander Haig, Henry Kissinger’s 
deputy on the National Security Council staff. Gen. Haig was 
sent to Phnom Penh to verify highly optimistic reports being 
sent by American officials on the spot. 


The Haig mission did raise some questions about the 
reliability of information coming from Cambodian forces in 
the field to Phnom Penh. To get better information, Gen. 
Haig arranged for the revocation of a ruling whereby, in 
keeping with the low-profile policy, American military 
attaches in Cambodia had been restrictedthe capital area. 

Otherwise, however, Gen. Haig went along with the 
prevailing optimism in Phnom Penh. His mission endorsed 
the view that there had been a considerable improvement in 
at least certain units of the Cambodian army. 

It accepted the notion that the other side was not in 
position to make big trouble. It assented to the proposition 
that Cambodian forces, with a modicum of support from the 
South Vietnamese, could clear out the communists blocking 
the passage of supplies from the sea to Phnom Penh on 
Route 4. 


When these reassuring judgments tumeti sour, President 
Nixon felt himself suddenly confronted with a situation going 
from bad to worse. It was up to him to arrest the drift. Once 
again, he was on his mettle. 

So he did what most of his civilian advisers had been 
telling him not to do. He first sent in American troops to help 
open Route 4 through air support. Then, after the attack on 
Phnom Penh airport, troops were sent in to service American 
planes flying in Cambodia. 

Just how much the American presence will be thickened 
now is not clear. There is no serious chance of deep 
American involvement in Cambodia. But what is not so 
serious in Cambodia could be a very big deal, Indeed, in 
Vietnam. For the road to Vletn&mization leads to a point X 
where Nixon will have to make sweeping decisions under 
pressure of the other side. 

★ * * 

The crunch will prpbably come in the spring of 49T2 when 
American troops are down below the leyel of 100,000 men. At 
that point they will not be much of a fighting force. Further 
withdrawals will have the effect of turning security over to 
the South Vietnamese forces. And if only to prevent Saigon 
from consolidating its authority, the other side will almost 
certainly undertake serious attacks. 

The big decision then will pass again to Nixon. He will 
have to decide whether to dig in or to continue troop 
withdrawals in a way that means getting out. 

The prevailing assumption in Washington has been that 
Nion would let go. A few cynics, in fact, believe that that is 
his plan. Many others think that Nixon would be obliged to 
yield, kicking apd screaming, by public opinion and the 
pressure of civilian advisers. 


The latest Cambodian venture puts the question mark to 
all these assumptions. It announces that Nixon, far from » 
being committed to a master plan, chops and changes every 
day. 

It indicates that his instinct is to meet adversity by 
crowding on military force, no matter how short-term the 
advantages to be secured. It shows that his civilian advisers 
and the weight of public opinion are not all that strong in 
constraining him to continue winding down in Southeast Asia. 

In short, there is a true danger that when the crunch 
comes in Vietnam Nixon will try to hang on, If he has trouble 
letting go In Cambodia, after all, H will be that much harder 
for him in Vietnam. 
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the financial resources of 
local governments; a decline 
in expectations leading to 
reduced investment; a drop in 
consumer buying and a 
general malaise in the 
economy. 

On top of all this are the 
enormous social problems 
that unemployment causes — 
the despair, the broken 
families, and the possible 
movement, after a time, of 
many people from the cate¬ 
gory of the unemployed to 
unemployable. 

How can one choose 
between two such debilitating 
situations? It seems to me 
the criterion for choice must 
be the extent to which 
problems, caused by inflation 
or depression can be neutral¬ 
ized or cured. 

In the oaae of inflation, it Is 
relatively easy to deal with 
, many of the difficulties it 
creates. 

* ★ * 

For example, the' injustice 
caused by rapid price 'in¬ 
creases to people on fixed 
income and pensioners can be 
eliminated by tying pensions 
and welfare programs to oost- 
of-living indexes. 

While one might not like to 
do so, there is no question 
that it is possible to transfer 
resources during periods of 
rapid price increases so that 
people who are not generally 
able to adjust their incomes 
are in fact left in no worse 
position. 

Similarly, it is possible to 
create wage programs linked 
to cost-of living changes — 
this, of course, is a common 
practice — so that some of 
the undue pressure for wage 
increases can be met. 

I suspect both these 
changes are correct. And 
certainly no one would sug¬ 
gest that unbridled, un¬ 
checked and uncontrolled 
inflation could ever be sus¬ 
tained by any country. * 

What about the costs of 
unemployment? 

Through transfer payments, 
some of the personal costs of 
unemployment can be met. 
Welfare can be increased so 
that no one suffers undue 
hardship when the economic 
system is operating at less 
than capacity. 

Tax adjustments can be 
worked out so that no In¬ 
ordinate burden of the costs

of paying for unemployment 
falls on local governments. 
And I' suppose special incen¬ 
tives can be developed to 
encourage investment and 
spending. 

The two tasks that cannot 
be accomplished are recovery 
of the production lost through 
unemployment of resources, 
and removal of the personal 
scars that unemployment 
always lea ver on its victims. 
* ★ * 

Estimates have blamed 
current unemployment in 
Canada for costing pver $5 
billion in lost production — 
lost forever. No series of 
transfer payments, tax 
adjustments or anything else 
can ever recover this output. 

It is gone forever in a 
period when there are great 
unfulfilled needs in our 
society for housing, cleaner 
environments, pollution con¬ 
trol and better health care. 

Similarly, the despair and 
discouragement of being un¬ 
employed cannot be removed 
from the person who, perhaps 
for the first time in his 
working life, loses his Job. 
This very real tragedy does 
not get into the national 
statistics. 

If one is producing a 
balance sheet on the costs of 
i n f lation and depression, 
therefore, it seems to me the 
problems created by inflation 
are more amenable to solu¬ 
tion than those caused by 
depression. 

Most inflation problems are 
curable; some of the worst 
caused by depression are not.

By the end of this year 
William Dqyle RuckelshaQs is 
apt to be a household name in 
the United States. 

The young lawyer, who did 
well in state politics but failed 
to make it to the U.S. senate, 
has become, by appointment 
from President Nixon, "the 
man” in the environmental 
movement. 


He has been on the job as 
head of the new environ¬ 
mental protection agency only 
a little more than a month, 
but he has talked tough and 
acted tough, and militant 
environ mentalists speak 
kindly of him.

A week after he took office, 
he shocked U.S. mayors by 
giving Atlanta, Cleveland, and 
Detroit 180 days to stop 
polluting waterway* or face 
federal court action. 


About the same time, he 
got the justice department to 
file suit against ARMCO Steel 
Corp., on charges of polluting 
the Houston -ship channel and 
against Jones and Laughlin 
Steel Oorp., on charges of 
dumping cyanides into the 
Cuyahoga River near Geve- 
land.

Cuyahoga.

Carbide Corp., to clean up the 
air pollution caused by its 
plant at Marietta, Ohio. 

The dispute had gone on for 
more than five years, and 
apparently ended last week 
when the company Indicated 
It would comply with federal 
requirements.

225 of the striker* are in 
Victoria. 

Peter eon’s announcement 
came a day after the strikers 
had voted a aiim 51.6 per 
cent rejection of a contract 
settlement recommended by 
their own negotiators. 

Sources say the vote was 
influenced by a young mili¬ 
tant faction that has been 
referred to a an activist 
block within the union. There 
have been complaints that the 
militants campaigned over 
Vancouver open-line radio 
shows on Monday, the day of 
the vote. 

Some members of this 
group are attempting to get 
the necessary support of 10 
per cent of the membership 
to call a general meeting. The 
goal would be to oust the 
present executive. They claim 
the membership has been 
“sold out" by negotiators. 

★ ★ ★ 

Whatever happens, one 
thing appeared clear Tuesday 
night: the executive has no 
intention of resigning. 

Opposition Leader Dave 
Barrett at first had no com¬ 
ment to offer in connection 
with the announcement 
Peterson made following a 
cabinet meeting. But when 
asked if the government was 
trying to force the NDP into a 
position where it would have 
to support aspects of BiM 33, 
or be pictured as voting 
against the welfare of the 
pensioners, he said:

He said this 
was made clear at a time 
when Bill 33 Was Just receiv¬ 
ing second reading. 

The compulsory powers 
given to cabinet were simply 
a means of avoiding expense 
and trouble of calling the 
Legislature into special ses¬ 
sion to deal with labor 
disputes, Peterson said. 

He hoped the notice of 
debate would help Hydro and 
the union reach settlement on 
their own before any action is 
taken. 

The mediation act, he said, 
is flexible enough to allow 
this. But whether such 
settlement would be accepted 
is something that would have 
to be decided by cabinet. 

Hydro and the ATU said 
Tuesday night they had 
agreed to meet at 10 a.m. 
today.

Liberal leader Patrick 
McGeer said his party con¬ 
siders the buses a essential 
public service and that the 
strike could have been ended 
before now. 

"But we don’t know the 
terms that are to be imposed 
mi labor and management if a 
settlement Is reached under 
compulsory arbitration. 
Because of this we can make 
no definite statements at this 
time as to which way the 
party will go in the final 
analysis.” 

He said it was obvious the 
Victoria strikers wanted to 
return to work, but that there 
are unresolved grievances in 
Vancouver. These would have 


to be eliminated in any 
settlement his party would 
support. 

‘"nils whole filing (Uie 
strike) has been a disgrace¬ 
ful exercise and a further 
unhappy chapter in the book 
of poor labor-management 
relations in B.C.,” McGeer 
said* 

The offer rejected Monday 
included a 1444 per cent wage 
boost over 27 months on top 
of the 33.75 an hour earned by 
drivers and the 34.35 rate for 
mechanics. 

It followed a week of talks 
between Hydro and the ATU 
and also had other improve¬ 
ments.

MONTREAL (GP) - Paul 
Rose was banished from court 
briefly Tuesday after a new 
flareup in which the burly 
kidnap -mur der suspect 
shouted at three 'jurors 
selected for his trial. 

But he was readmitted for 
the afternoon session and, 
acting as his own lawyer, 
continued to grill prospective 
jurors. 

Only one juror was chosen 
Tuesday, making a total of 
three since jury selection 
started Monday. 


Rose, charged with non¬ 
capital murder in the Oct. 17 
strangling of Pierre Laporte, 
the kidnapped Quebec labor 
minister, Incurred the wrath 
of Mr. Justice Marcel Nichols 
by accusing the newly- 
selected juror of prejudice. 

“He is prejudiced against 
youth,” Rose shouted. "He 
considers me a youth, and so 
he is prejudiced against me.” 

Rose also pointed at the two 
jurors selected Monday and 
accused them at being 
prejudiced too. 


Mr. Justice Nichols then 
asked him to leave the 
courtroom. 

“With pleasure,” replied 
Rose, adding a few shouts for 
the jurors. 

In another Montreal court, 
Mr. Justice Roger Ouixnet 
will rule Thursday on motions 
to have him withdraw as 
presiding judge in five sedi¬ 
tious conspiracy trials arising 
from Quebec terrorism. 

The five coaccused argued 
that he has preconceived 


opinions about them and 
cannot be impartial. 

Lawyer Robert Lemieux, 
29, one of the accused, said 
Tuesday Mr. Justice Ouimet’s 
decision Jan. 15 to refuse him 
bail was indicative of partial¬ 
ity. 

“I ask you respectifully to 
withdraw from my case.” 

The other four accused are 
teacher Charles Gagnon, 
labor leader Michel Char- 
trand, author Pierre Vallieres 
and broadcasting producer 
Jacques Larue-Langiois. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
The matronly mother of 
Leslie Van Houten cried softly 
on the witness stand Tuesday 
at the Tate murder trial a» 
she' was asked whether she 
blamed herself that her 
daughter had wound up as a 
convicted murderess.

Housing Needs 
Must Be Met, 
Builders Told 


EDMONTON (CP) — If Canada’s housebuilding 
industry fails to take the initiative to provide housing 
for all income groups, governments will step in to fill 
the gap, the Housing and Urban Development Asso¬ 
ciation was told Tuesday. 


C. D. Wilson of Calgary, 
Engineered Buildings Ltd. 
Western operations general 
manager, told delegates that 
the house-building industry 
often is criticized for its lack 
of initiative, “maybe with 
some ‘justification.” 

“Let me assure you that if 
we don’t take die responsi¬ 
bility, the provincial govern¬ 
ments and municipalities will 
implement all kinds of 
housing programs including 
gover nment-built housing, 
with less understanding of the 
need than we have, which will 
be undesirable to this indus¬ 
try as well as to the 
community.” 

He urged builders to survey 
their regions to determine the 
type of housing required and 
the prices. 

He said there still are many 
problems in the industry with 
m u n iclpal and provincial 


authorities establishing sub¬ 
division requirements with 
deluxe standards to increase 
assessment values while, on 
the other hand, “they are 
forced to create subsidized 
housing for those they have 
forced out of home owner¬ 
ship.” 

During 1971 there appears 
to be no shortage of mort¬ 
gage funds available, the 
industry is capable of produc¬ 
ing the needed number of 
units and co-operation 
between the industry and the 
three levels of government is 
improving, he said. 


“The U .S. government 
would also have to ask B.C., 
of course,” the editorial con¬ 
tinued. "And If it ever does, 
this province will probably 
have reason to rejoice. Water 
being the valuable stuff it is, 
the right-of-way would hardly 
be granted without Premier 
Bennett or a successor bar¬ 
gaining for fully equivalent 
concessions in return.”

He has even said: “Our department is looking seriously 
at the possibility of raising steelhead at the hatchery to be 4 
constructed on the Capilano River, beginning early in the new 
year. Thia hatchery is primarily for chinook and coho .salmon, 
but if various problem* can be worked out we will also raise 
steelhead.” 

Organized steelheaders of the Steelhead Society of British 
Columbia have jumped in and welcomed the news of federal 
interest in steelhead.

Ten years ago sports salmon fishermen and commercial 
fishermen were unhappy with the federal government s 
handling of salmon production and started to campaign for 
provincial control of salmon fishing. 

This columnist opposed the suggestion then, and since 
then federal fisheries has come on strong in the field of 
salmon production and is just about to launch a big salmon 
hatchery program for coho ahd chinook salmon . .a 
program aimed at helping the sports fishermen. 

What do you think would have happened under provincial 
jurisdiction? You just have to look at Buttle Lake andUtah 
Mines to guess what would have happened to our salmon. 

Now it looks like we are going to turn the tide for our 
dwindling salmon races, and we might win the battle. 

But. let’s wait and see before we trust the federal 
government with our steelhead. 

At the moment there is a dynamic federal fisheries 
minister in Jack Davis, hut that could change overnight. We 
could again have another Angus Maclean . . . perish the* 
thought. 

But, we could also have a new provincial recreation 
minister overnight, and then things could change quickly for 
the better. 

-- ★ ★ ★* 

Meanwhile, provincial wildlife officials have been moving 
slowly ahead in steelhead management. They have made 
fairly exhaustive studies in the past three or four years on 
steelhead catches and the rivers from which they ar* taken. 

They have made a start on a pilot steelhead production 
program with 12,000 juvenile steelhead (from eggs takfen on 
the Big Qualicum) now »bqing reared at the Abbotsford 
hatchery site. 

The provincial government does operate three trout 
hatcheries and has a big trout-hatchery stocking program. It 
is moving towards steelhead production. We should give 
provincial authorities a chance to show what they can do. 
even if they have started late. Federal fisheries has yet to 
build its first Hatchery. 

There is another advantage to provincial control. The 
province is in a better position to control habitat protection 
for the fish because it has jurisdiction of the land and water 
agencies along stream banks. Steelhead spend more time in 
the rivers. Habitat is all important for them. 

Under federal control we would always be wondering 
whether a stream was being managed for steelhead or 
salmon, and you only have to look at the Big Qualicum to see 
how steelhead suffer when, a river is turned over to intensive 
salmon management. 

Actually all fisheries are administered under federal 
fisheries acts, but in 1938 the provincial government took 
over management of the freshwater fish when the federal 
officials turned over its salmon and trout hatchery system to 
provincial jurisdiction. 

Of course, the proper answer is full co-operation in the 
management of all species between provincial and federal 
government There is a lot of bickering at the political level, 
but at the work level this feeling of co-operation is even now 
becoming more and more evident.

The Saanich alderman hit the ball about a 200 yards 
straight down the middle, thus outperforming many fanvxis 
golfers who in the past have flubbed the shot in simitar 
ceremonial occasions. 

Saanich must be regarded as lucky in its advent Into the 
golf business, not only to have Noel, a playing member of the 
Royal Colwood club, but also John Tribe, comptroller- 
treasurer of the municipality, to call upon for expert advice. 
Tribe is a member of the Uplands Gold Club and another 
avid golfer. 

Although Mayor Curtis does not admit to being a golfer, 
he points out that his enthusiasm for the future of Cedar Hill 
as a great recreational asset to Saanich and Victoria as a 
whole is thereby completely “unbiassed.” ji „. , 

The outlook for Cedar Hill is thus at the moment brighter 
than it has been for many years. The new clubhouse, which 
will eventually become the pro shop, la the first phase in an 
upgrading of the new municipal facility. 

It will be followed by a bigger clubhouse and by extensive 
alterations to the par 64 course. 

What the change haa done Immediately was to 
considerably improve the entrance to the club. The clubhouse 
site, off Doncaster Road, has not only adequate parking but 
also offers an attractive vista of the upper, and more 
spectacular part of the course’. 

Noel says that eventually his committee hopes to increase 
par to 70 by redesigning a number of the holes. 

One such prospective change is a new first hole which 
would run from the clubhouse area along the eastern 
Iwundary down to the old McRae homestead. It would be 
about 500 yards long, slightly downhill and with a grave 
penalty awaiting the hooker. 

Noel is enthusiastic and is looking forward to his new 
position as a challenge charged with the ambition to make. 
Cedar Hill one of the best municipal courses in th^ country. 

Relationship between the operators and the Cedar Hill 
Golf Club appears to be goad. Although, they have nothing to 
do with the operation of the course, members have certain , 
privilege*. And a strong demand for membership will 
continue because it is only through this association that Cedar 
Hill players can enter national, provincial and local open 
competitions and acquire other facilities of RCGA-BCGA 
membership. 

Noel said the club is limited to 400 members, but that its 
main events, such as the Merriman (Jpen would t>e 
recognized by the municipality and the course would be 
closed to non-competitors on those days. 

The golfing community of the Victoria area will wish the 
Cedar Hill owners and its members the best of luck and a 
harmonious future.

In a strong attack on the federal government, 
George Musallem (Dewdney) charged among other 
things that Prime Minister Trudeau was trying to 
get Canada out of the Commonwealth, that the 
federal government would never develop the north 
of Canada, and that Liberal economic policies were 
destroying Canada’s wealth instead erf creating 
wealth.

“B.C. is not a goblet to be drained,” Musallem 
said, charging that B.C. did not receive its share of 
federal subsidies and incentives. 

He urged the province to extend its boundaries 
to .the Arctic Ocean* because the federal govern¬ 
ment had a “blind misunderstanding” of the 
wealth of the north and that only B.C. was develop¬ 
ing its northern areas to their fullest extent.

The federal economic policy is to “squash 
down, not Uft up,” Musallem said.

Herb Capozzi (SO-Van¬ 
couver Centre) told the Legis¬ 
lature Tuesday night that 
insurance companies must be 
made aware they are on trial 
before the new B.C. Insurance 
Board.

Land speculators will be the 
people who will benefit from 
the provincial 10 per cent 
limit on annual property 
assessment increases, NDP 
MLA James Lorimer warned 
the Legislature Tuesday. 

L orimer (NDP—Bumaby- 
Willingdon) explained that the 
speculators would benefit 
because the assessment on 
theirjand could increase by 
only n) per cent in any one 
year, while the real value of 
the property might have 
increased by far more than 
that. This would mean, he 
said, that auch property 
would be assessed far below 
its actual value. 

But because of the pressure 
on municipalities to get more 
money, the small home owner 
might have his assessments 
raised to 10 per cent even 
though the real value oTthe 
property had not increased at 
all during the year. 

Municipal ities cannot 
reduce expenditure, Lorimer 
said, so the need tor in¬ 
creased revenue to meet 
those expenditures would 
result in either across the 
board 10 per cent assessment 
increases or in higher mill 
rates. 

Increased mill rates would 
not be fair unless all property 
is being assessed according to 
its market value, he said. 


defiance of the best and

B.C. to Share 
School TV Costs 


Work, Training Combined 


A work activity project to involve Saanich recipi¬ 
ents of social assistance in a training and work program 
was recommended Tuesday night by the municipality’s 
social services committee. 

The plan was announced last November by Welfare 
Minister Phillip Gaglardi and would receive federal- 
provindal aid. 

Cost of the project would be about $40,000 with 
Saanich contributing one-half. 

Under the scheme, social services administrator 
Mrs. Betty Marshall told the committee, two groups of 
10 men would participate in a three-month program 
in which they would alternate at two-week intervals 
between classrooms and employment situations. 

They would upgrade their educational standing in 
the classroom and would be given counselling to correct 


attitudes or habits which interfere with holding a job. 

In the employment periods they would acquire the 
experience of working under supervisors chosen espe¬ 
cially to recognize limitations and develop potentials, 
Mrs. Marshall said. 

The men would receive regular union wages while 
working for two weeks each month and social assistance 
for the remaining two weeks. The ultimate goal is to 
rehabilitate social assistance recipients, the administra¬ 
tor said. 

Municipal Engineer Neville Life suggested to Mi’s. 
Marshall in preliminary discussions that the men work 
at cleaning and beautifying Colquitz Creek. 

The project would require an instructor from the 
Institute of Adult Education, a foreman and a social 
worker. 


Education minister 
Donald Brothers an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that his 
department will share the 
cost of some television 
equipment with school 
districts. 

His announcement was wel¬ 
comed by Greater Victoria 
school district chairman Allan 
McKinnon, who said be hoped 
that Brother* "will also set 
some standards so that school 
districts can. be sure of 
getting equipment that will be 
interchangeable. 

He said Victoria has been 
using half-inch tapes, but 
many school districts had 
been holding back from 
buying equipment until they 
found which size would be 
interchangeable. 

“I hope the minister will 
make some regulations about 
this so no one is left out on a 
limb, unable to exchange 
tapes with others,” McKinnon 
said. 

According to a depart¬ 
mental bulletin being issued 
to school districts the cost 
sharing will be limited. 

In elementary schools, the 
department will share in the 
purchase of receiver monitors 
on the basis of one set for. 
each 120 students. 

In -high schools it will 
provide for limited tape- 
recording facilities and other 
essential equipment. 

Brothers said the depart¬ 


ment recognizes the value of 
television as a teaching tool. 
“Its utilization at all levels of 
education over an extended 
period has established it as a 
significant and useful tool in 
the hands of a skilled 
teacher," he said. 

Television, said Brothers,' 
has an impact which help* 
involve a student in a subject, 
and allows curriculum to be 
upgraded and enriched on a 
regular planned basis. 

It also enables teachers 
with special interests and 
competence t o reach an 
almost unlimited number of 
students and other teachers. 
Such valuable material, he 
pointed out, can be per- 
manently st ored and 
retrieved. 


McKinnon wel corned 
Brothers’ announcement, and 
noted that Victoria will prob¬ 
ably go ahead with the 
purchase of some receiver- 
monitors. 

He noted that the district is 
already using some monitors 
which it‘is renting, but will 
probably purchase. 

"I'm very happy about 
this.” said McKinnon.” It 
means we can go ahead with 
this — we’ve been waiting for 
some kind of lead from the 
province.” 

He said it appears that the 
provincial government has 
also decided against using 
cable television, if {the deci¬ 
sion to help with the purchase 
of tape recorders is any

R e h a b i htation Minister 
Phillip Gaglardi said Tuesday 
night he is looking into his 
department’s move in cutting 
off provincial funds to Vic¬ 
toria Cool-Aid. 

Gaglardi, in an interview 
outside the Legislature, con 
firmed that C o o 1 -A i d’s 
monthly grant of $385 has 
been stopped, but said he did 
not know the reason for tlie 
cut-off. 

He would have to talk to his 
deputy minister and other 
senior officials In his depart¬ 
ment before he could make 
any fuH statement on toe 


stoppage, he said, and it 
would be several days before 
any decision would be made 
dn whether the grant could 
possibly be restored.

Cool-Aid spokesman Hugh 
Wade said in a separate 
interview he had told Gag¬ 
lardi Monday about the stop¬ 
page of funds and been told 
that the minister knew 
nothing about it and would 
look into the matter. 

“We're lioping to hear from 
him Wednesday,” he said. 

He said the loss of the 
grant will not force Cool-Aid 


to suspend operations for the 
time being since there is a 
small savings account and 
some private grants and 
donations which can be used 
for a while. ^ 

“This would be a pretty 
expensive way for the provin¬ 
cial government t o save 
money,” he noted. 

“It costs $5 to keep a kid in 
jail for a night, but 45 cents 
to keep him in Cool-Aid.” 

He said he hopes to hear 
from toe minister why toe 
grant was cut off, and what 
the possibilities are of getting 
it reinstated. 


"The time has come for us 
to tell developers, “This is 
what you’re going to build in 
the city of -Victoria or you 
won’t build at all’.” Savage 
told council’s community 
development committee. 

Mayor Courtney Haddock 
s&id he agreed with the 
alderman. There had to be 
ways in which council could 
prevent developers from “put¬ 
ting up monstrosities like toe 
new service station at Doug¬ 
las and Hillside.”

Need an operation to teU your 
friendi about? Try an eyelash 
transplant » 

It's painless and safe and 
doesn’t require a donor. All you 
have to do is be able to afford 
it. Hus requires a minimum of: 

• $25 a month, or there¬ 
abouts, to keep the results 
fresh. 

• Healthy feminine vanity. 

• A tolerance of beauty 
salons. 

• A disdain for women’s 
lib, coupled with a taste for 
conspicuous consumption. 

The eyelash transplant is 
nothing new. Movie stars and 
ladies of burgeoning income 
were taking advantage of it 35 
yeans ago. 


But the method is being 
popularized of late by Adrien 
Arpel, a depressingly (to other 
women) beautiful brunette 
whose New York-based cos¬ 
metics firm is offering the 
transplant in 300 major cities in 
the United States and Puerto 
Rico. v 

The process involved treat¬ 
ment by a. tweezer-armed, 
specially trained expert who 
glues synthetic lashes — one by 
one — Onto whatever foliage 
you already have. 

The gratifying result elimi¬ 
nates the frustration of dealing 
with the ordinary strip-type 
false eyelashes — “added 
lashes’’ they're called in the 
trade these days. 

My own introduction to the 
eyelash transplant came under 
the tutelage of Billee Wagester, 


Arpel’s New Orleans represent¬ 
ative. 

She conducted me to a private 
cubicle equipped with a couch. 
Here she removed ray eye 
makeup and pulled up a small 
table arrayed with instruments 
suggesting minor surgery.

Wagester on a local television 
show recently to advertise the 
transplant. 

“We were deluged with calls 
after that,” Mrs. Wagester said, 
breaking open a cigarette¬ 
shaped packet containing hun¬ 
dreds of curly black filaments. 

In due course, several dozen 
of these were affixed to my own 
lashes. It took about an hour- 
and-a-half and was very relax¬ 
ing.

One quart strawberry,, 
cherry, pistachio .or green 
mint ice cream; 2 egg 

whites; 1% teaspoon salt; % 
cup sugar; 1 cup diced red 
and green candied cherries; 1 
cup diced candied pineapple; 

1 pint vanilla ice cream, 
slightly softened; sweetened 
whipped cream. 

Using the back of a spoon, 
pack ice cream of your choice 
into a mold, lining bottom and 
sides, leaving centre hollow. 
Beat egg whites and salt until 
frothy throughout, gradually 
beat in sugar and continue to 
beat until stiff peaks form. 

Fold candied fruit and 
meringue into softened vanilla 
ice cream. Spoon into hollow 
in mould. Wrap well and 
freeze until serving time. To 
unmould, quickly dip in and 
out of warm water; Invert on 
a serving dish and lift off 
mould. Garnish with whipped 
cream.

BUTTERSCOTCH SAUCE

cup whipping cream; 2 table¬ 
spoons dark rum (optional); 
1 *4 cups mincemeat; 1(4 
quarts vanilla ice cream; (4 
cup shipping cream; 2 table¬ 
spoons corn syrup. 

For the pie: Combine 
Graham cracker crumbs, the 
H cup brown sugar, filberts 
and melted butter. Press into 
* the bottom and sides of a 9- 
i n c h pie p 1 a te.

For the sauce: in a small 
saucepan meU the 14 cup 
butter. Stir in the I cup of 
brown sugar, cream and corn 
syrup. Cook sauce over low 
heat, stirring constantly, until 
mixture comes ft> a simmer. 

IGE CREAM PIZZAZ 

One (6-o unce) package 
semi-sweet chocolate pieces; 2 
cups crisp rice cereal; 1 pint 
strawberry ice cream; 1 pint 
chocolate ice cream; 1 pint 
vanilla ice cream; *4 cup 
chocolate sundae sauce; 
salted peanuts. 

Butter a 12-inch pizza pan 
well. Melt chocolate pieces in 
top of double boiler. Add rice 
cereal and combine thorougly. 
Press evenly into prepared 
pan. Chill until set. Alter¬ 
nately spoon each flavor of 
ice cream into prepared 
chilled shell and pack down 
lightly. Freeze until firm and 
let stand one half hour in 
refrigerator before cutting. At 


serving time drizzle sauce 
over ice cream and garnish 
with peanuts. 

CHOFFY ICE CREAM 

One quart chocolate ice 
cream; 1 cup sugar; 1 
tablespoon powdered instant 
coffee; % cup water; 3 egg 
yolks; *4 pi-nt whipping 
cream; 1 cup chopped pecans. 

Line bottom and sides of a 
7-cup mould with Ice cream, 
leaving centre hollow. Cover 
and freeze. Combine sugar, 
coffee and water in saucepan. 
Bring to a boil over medium 
heat, stirring until sugar and 
coffee are dissolved. Boil 
without stirring to soft ball 
stage, (238 degrees on candy 
thermometer). 

Remove from heat. Beat 
egg yolks until light. Continue 
beating; slowly pour syrup 
into eggs in thin stream. Beat 
until mixture is thickened and 
slightly cooled. Cool com¬ 
pletely. Whip cream until 
softly stiff. Stir a large 
spoonful of the cream * into 
coffee mixture. Fold coffee 
mixture and nuts Into remain¬ 
ing cream. Pour into hollow 
in ice cream shell. Cover and 
freeze at least 12 hours.

PEACH FLAMBE 

Drain a 19-ounce can sliced 
peaches; stir the syrup into 
mixture of (4-cup brown 
sugar and *2 teaspoons corn¬ 
starch. Add one cinnamon 
stick. Cook, stirring con¬ 
stantly until thickened, clear, 
and mixture comes to a boil. 
Add peaches and heat 
through. Pour (4 cup brandy 
into the centre; heat un¬ 
disturbed. Ignite and serve 
flaming. 

BANANAS AU RHUM 

Saute 4 large peeled and 
quartered bananas in (4 cup 
butter,until lightly browned. 
Turn, sprinkle with (4 cup 
brown sugar. When soft, 
lower heat, add rum and 
ignite. 

FLAMING MINCEMEAT 

Heat 2 cups prepared 
mincemeat, 4 cup orange 
juice, *4 cup maraschino 
cberries and % cup chopped 
walnuts until bubbly. Warm 
(4 cup brandy, carefully 
ignite and pour over 
mincemeat.

Palestine, Texas: My 

grandmother’s cure for bed¬ 
wetting has been a family 
formula for years. Tell 
"Night-Floater” to put copper 
pennies between her toes 
when she retires and keep 
them there all night. This will 
prevent the deep sleep during 
which bed-wetting occurs. 

London, Ky.: ’“Night- 
Floater” has a weak bladder. 
The best way to strengthen it 
is to do the Royal Canadian 
Air Force Exercises. TeU 
N.F. to write to the Toronto 
Police Department. They all 
do it there. (The RCAF 
exercises, I mean.) 

La Crosse, Wls.: “Night- 
Floater” should take her 
problem to the Lord. I will 
start a Novena for her 
tomorrow. 

Olathe, Kansas: Children 
who wet the bed do not get 
enough minerals in their diet. 
They should eat cabbage, 
beans, broccoU and Brussels 
sprouts.

And now, as usual, Ann 
Landers will have the last 
word: It is essential that a 
competent physician rule out 
organic disease before trying 
home-grown remedies or 
counselling. Bed-wetters with 
untreated kidney or bladder 
ailments often develop uremia 
and this can be fatal. If aU 
organic reasons are rules out, 
what remains IS an emotional 
problem and professional 
counselling is Infinitely better 
than “family formulas.”

Couple Retire to the Past 


WELLINGTON, Ont. (CP) 
— Moat couples dream of 
retiring in a compact apart¬ 
ment or a comfortable cot¬ 
tage in Florida, free of the 
hard work and high cost of 
running a big home. 

Calvert and Rosella 
Maidlow have taken on a 140- 
year-old 12-room Georgian 
house in a bad state of repair. 

Maidlow says they found 
the red brick hous^ “asleep in 
the bushes.” Layers of lino¬ 
leum covered its pine floor¬ 
ing. Its seven fireplaces were 
caked with soot and refuse. 
There was no plumbing and 
wiring was inadequate. The 
grounds were choked with 
brush, rocks and sagging old 
buildings. The previous owner 
had lived in one room. 

Mrs. Maidlow recalled: 
“We were looking for a home 
in Wellington after we sold 
our motel in Bloomfield. Our 
real estate agent suggested 
we see Tara Hall. We came 


up, took a look, and within an 
hour toe deal was closed.” 

The first thing they did was 
have more than 100 loads of 
refuse carted away. Once that 
was done they discovered 
damage to the house was not 
extensive, and few major 
changes were necessary. 

"We wanted to leave every¬ 
thing just toe way it was in 
1837,” Mrs. Maidlow said. 

Both M a 1 d 1 o w s are In¬ 
terested in history and know 
antiques. 

Maidlow says it is unusual 
to find a house of the stately, 
tasteful “town quality” of 
Tara Hall in toe country. 

It was built by Archibald 
McFaul, who came to the 


area as a teacher but 
abandoned the academic field 
to make money in commerce. 

Maidlow said McFaul 
apparently mortgaged every¬ 
thing he had to build the 
estate in 1837. He calls it the 
finest example of Georgian 
architecture between Toronto 
and Montreal. 

McFaul also built a small 
white Roman Catholic church 
on his property. It is still 
standing. He willed the house 
to the church, and it became 
a convent for a time. In 1885 
it was bought by the Dingman 
family, who sold it in 1920 to 
Hedly Short. He lived in it 
until it was sold to toe 
Maidlows. 

They have imported cut- 


velvet wallpaper and are 
gradually furnishing the house 
with mahogany. 

They plan to live in part of 
the house, and are pot sure 
want to do with the rest of it. 
They may equip, the down¬ 
stairs ballroom for weddings 
and banquets, or turn a room 
into an antique store. 


YELLOWKNIFE, N-W.T. 
(CP) — A soft-spoken Eskimo 
who Is the first woman 
member of the Northwest 
Territories council accused 
the federal and territorial 
governments Tuesday of 
wasting their money in the 
north and neglecting her 
people. 

In her maiden speech 
during the second day of a 
new session of the council. 
Lena Pederson said most of 
the money sent Into the north 
goes to support and supply 
public servants and she 
added: 

"It is frightening to realize 
that all these public servants 
have zero impact on the 
public.” 

Mrs. Pedersdn. a Greenland 
Eskimo now living in Copper- 
mine, N.W.T., represents the 
central arctic constituency. 

She told the council that 
although unemployment is as 
high as 90 per cent in some 
central arctic communities, 
almost all the jobs that 
become available from time 
to time, such as clerks and 
postmasters, go to the wives 
of public servants. 

“We should refuse to con¬ 
sider any other business, until 
the unemployment prohlem in 
the noath is solved,” she said. 
“All we have had to far is 
stopgap projects. 

She said the money already 
allocated for northern 
employment and unemploy¬ 
ment benefits might even be 
enough to solve the job 
problem “If we spent the 
money wisely and make full 
use of the northern people.”

Rooms, Teacher Lack 
Follow Referendum Defeats 


By NANCY BROWN 

Filthy schoolrooms, stinking 
offices, small children walk¬ 
ing along busy and dangerous 
roads, a music teacher with a 
near-intolerable work load, 
increasing class sizes and 
shrinking programs. 

That’s the picture painted 
of Nanaimo school district in 
a special learning conditions 
commission report to the B.C. 
Teachers’ Federation. 

The report gives reasons 
for deteriorating conditions in 
what was once one of the 
moat progressive school dis* 
tricts in the province. 

The three-man commission 
i n vestigated conditions in 
West Vancou ver and 
Nanaimo, following the defeat 


last spring of the school 
districts’ operating budget, 
ordered by the provincial 
government to be put to 
referendum because it had 
increased more than 10 per 
cent above a provincial 
average for a basic education 
program. 


Seven school districts — 
West Vancouver, Nanaimo, 
Vanderhoof, Burns Lake, 
Peace River North, Qualicum 
and Creston-Kaslo — had 
their budgets defeated. 

The commission was sent to 
study results of the curtailed 
budgets in West Vancouver 
and Nanaimo, talking to 
teachers, students, parents, 
and anyone else who was 
interested. 


“No horrendous disaster 
has struck Weat Vancouver or 
Nanaimo,” says the commis¬ 
sion report. 

“It Is too easy for the too- 
thoughtless to assume that 
the elimination of personnel, 
programs and services has 
not hindered the educational 
opportunities for youngsters 
after all, and that perhaps the 
taxpayers’ firm 'no' was good 
for the school system. It 
would ‘smarten it up’ a 
little.” 

In Nanaimo the commission 
members visited three high 
schools and nine elementary 
•chools. — 

As a result of the referen¬ 
dum defeat, a reduction was 
made in the number of 
regular classroom teachers 


employed In the district, and 
the district was short at least 
30 teachers, the report said. 

Virtually all paid auxiliary 
school personnel have been 
eliminated, adding to the 
number of duties the teacher 
had to perform, and again 
cutting down an time to spend 
with pupils. 


Five administration posi¬ 
tions had been eliminated, 
causing a breakdown on in- 
service training programs for 
teachers and limiting the 
physical education program in 
the elementary schools. 

One of the positions elimin¬ 
ated was that of special 
consultant for the primary 
schools, with the result that 


Ferry to Catamaran 
Costs Nearly Million

Slit a ferry across the 
middle and lengthen it by 
35 feet. That will In¬ 
crease the carrying capa¬ 
city by only six cars. 

Better still, cut it length¬ 
wise down the middle as well, 
widen it by 22V4 feet and 
make a catamaran out of it 
Increase in capacity—from 18 
to 50 cars. 

This is the type of problem 
Case Exiatological Labors- 
torles Limited of Victoria 
likes to get its teeth into. 

Working with William 
Weston, operations manager 
of the B.C. Ferries, the lab 
developed the design, and it 
will be put into effect, 
starting next Wednesday at 
Burra rd Dry Dock in North 
Vancouver. 

The ferry in question is the 
Island Princess which runs 
between Kelsey Bay-Beaver 
Cove and between Alert Bay- 
Sointula. 

Burra rd was awarded a 
contract of 5940,726 this week. 
While the bid was about 
536,000 higher than that of 
Van couver Shipyard, the 
delivery time was 11 weeks 
compared with the other 
shipyard’s 17 weeks, Weston 
said Tuesday. 

A cabinet order-in-council 
made public in Victoria Tues¬ 
day said that since the Queen 
of the Islands, committed to 
the summer schedule on the 
Comox to Powell River run, is 
to be the relief vessel serving 
Kelsey Bay and Beaver Cove 
during the construction 
period, the time alloted for 
conversion is of vital impor¬ 
tance. 

The cabinet order said the 
six weeks’ additional time 
required by the lower bidder 
didn’t fit in with the govern¬ 
ment's commitments. But it 
adde^ there would also be a 
special penalty clause in the 
contract given to Burrard of 
51,500 for each working date it 
is late in completing the 
conversion up to a maxi¬ 
mum of 545,000 extra. 

★ ★ * 

It gave no date for the start 
of the work. 

The Victoria laboratory is 
racking up a lot of work on 
B.C. ferries. Already it has 
designed platform decks for 
the ferries to cany extra 
cars, designed the extensions 
of the Queen of Esquimalt 
and the Queen of Victoria, 
and designed the conversion 
of the Sunshine Coast Queen. 

In addition, the firm has 
supervised the building of the 
container ship Klondike for 
White Pass and Yukon Route, 
designed two car ferries for 
use on the Arrow Lakes and 
designed the Undersea Gar¬ 
dens and Sealand in Victoria. 

John Case, president of the 
firm, is a man with his eye to 
the future. He sees a tremen¬ 
dous future in the marine 
field with lots of accompany¬ 
ing problems. But he’s 
optimistic, too. 


“If we put our energies in 
the right place, we’ll get 
results,” he said. 

He would like to see world 
pollution monitored with a 
view to correcting it. 

‘1 believe the atmosphere 
and the oceans inter-re act,” 
he explained, “and what we 
do to one influences the 
other.” 

There are so many prob¬ 
lems involving the ocean, he 
said, and Canada is in a 
unique position to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

“We have vast areas for 
research — fresh water, 
coastline, inaccessible areas, 
the Arctic,” he said. 

“In our laboratory we are 
working on adapters to our oil 
spectrophometer to monitor 
mercury and other pollu¬ 
tants.” 

Case also has his ear to the 
ground'and his noee to the 
grindstone. Evidence of his 
diligent work is the fact that, 
seven years ago, he started 
his business in the basement 
of his home with himself as 
the only worker. 

He came to Victoria in 1962 
as assistant naval architect in 
the drawing office at Victoria 
Machinery Depot and stayed 
there until 1964 when he 
formed his company. 

Six months later he was 
joined by Murdo Smith, a 
former chief machinery 
draftsman and Neale Back¬ 
house, a structural designer. 


The company now has 14 
employees. Business has 
doubled every year from 1966 
to 1969 and last year, even in 
the face of economic reces¬ 
sion, the firm had 5300,000 
worth of orders. Formerly in 
cramped quarters in down¬ 
town Victoria, the firm just 
opened spacious new quarters 
on Cave Street in Esquimalt. 

On staff are seven former 
Victoria Machinery Depot 
employees and two ex-RCN 
personnel. 

Among projects t h e y ’r e 
working on which deal with 
future needs are: 

• Studies toward develop¬ 
ing stable platforms for ocean 
research. 

• Studies of a German 
propulsion system which has 
been installed in the Arrow 
Lakes ferries and which may 

be used on larger craft. 

• .Studies of spectromet- 
ric oil analysis and vibration 
t o determine maintenance 
requirements of ships’ and 
aircraft engines. 

• Studies of possible use 
of hovercraft for carrying 
cargo In smaller quantities 
than ships, but more quickly. 

• An alysing hovercraft 
from the owners’ standpoint 
— economics, limitations, 
maintenance costs, capital 
costs, uses, different types 
and muffling of noise. 

At Bam field, the laboratory 
is conducting research on 
stable platforms. 


It was to Bamfield that 
Case came in 1961 after 
searching 'the waters of the 
West Coast for a deep 
natural harbor which did not 
need constant dredging. 

He bought 14 acres there 
and began exploratory work 
for a small research labora¬ 
tory; He was doing a lot of 
diving then, and experiment¬ 
ing with underwater photog¬ 
raphy.

The Bamfield property is in 
the area which is destined to 
become a provincial-federal 
park, and its future is un¬ 
certain. If he has to give up 
the property, Case hopes to 
find another which will serve 
as well as a research area. 

Case is a native of Saginaw, 
Mich. He graduated from the 
University of Michigan at Ann 
Arbor, then spent five years 
as a research engineer with 
Boeing in Seattle. He came 
to B.C. in 1961 and spent lVfe 
years there before moving to 
Victoria.

report.

Call me an economic illiter¬ 
ate i? you will, but there are 
things I just don’t understand 
about the workings of our 
economy. Let me give you a 
simple for-instance. 

After a weekend in Los 
Angeles, I checked out of my 
hotel and hopped into a cab, 
directing the driver to the 
airline terminal. I was going 
to take an airport bus from 
the terminal, because it would 
cost only $2.50 for the whole 
trip, whereas a cab from 
hotel to airport would cost 
something around $7. 

After we had gone a few 
blocks, the cabbie said, “Tell 
you what I’ll do. I’ll t-ike you 
straight to the airport for a 
flat $5, and no tip. How about 
it?*’ 

I agreed, and he went on, 
“You know, business is so 
rotten that I could wait an 
hour at the airport and not 
pick up a decent fare. People 
just won’t pay $7 to get 
downtown when they can 
save $5 on a bus.’’ - » 

My plane was one of the 
new jumbo 747s. You could 
have shot an elk in the aisle. 

There were more steward¬ 
esses aboard than there were 
passengers, and the first-class 
section looked as if Typhoid 
Mary had just passed that 
way. Each passenger had 
enough room around him to 
■wing a lariat. 

Now, the U.S. taxi com¬ 
panies are petitioning for fare 
raises, and just got a good- 


sized bite in New York City. 
The airlines are crying about 
their losses, and mumbling 
about the possibility of fare 
i ncreases, because profits 
were low or negative in 1970. 

But nobody seems to think 
of reducing fares when times 
are bad, only of raising them. 
This isn’t only true of private 
enterprise, but of public cor¬ 
porations as well. 

All that these fare increases 
do is chop off another seg¬ 
ment of potential customers, 
and so a smaller number of 
total passengers has to pay a 
higher rate. This seems like 
suicidal economics to me. 

In New York, for example, 
where taxi fares have been 
relatively modest, and cabs 
have Wen plentiful, a driver 
could do very well indeed. In 
Chicago, by contrast, where 
fares have been much higher, 
drivers make considerably 
less. In New York, even low- 
income people take cabs 
everywhere; in Chicago, they 
simply can’t afford to. 

Likewise, if the airlines cut 
their fares in half, or some¬ 
where near It, I’m convinced 
millions of people would take 
to the skies who. never flew 
before. 

When I took my family 
from Chicago to Florida for a 
week last ‘winter, it cost as 
much to fly there and back as 
to live there a whole week. 
There’s got to be something 
wrong with the economics of 
that.

In my last column we discussed the 
raising of hardy annual flowers from 
seed, sowing the seeds in a prepared 
outdoor bed and shifting the seedling 
plants later to key spots in the garden. 
Today I think we might take a closer 
look at some of the more attractive 
annual flowers which can be raised in 
this way. 

Cornflowers bloom very quickly from 
seeds sown in the open garden and are 
on? of the few flowers which can be 
counted upon to maintain a constant 
succession of bloom from early summer 
right through until the killing frosts of 
fall. I make two sowings every year — 
one in the spring, as soon as the soil 
feels warm to the touqh, and another in 
July to supply late flowers to be dried 
’and used in winter bouquets and 
arrangements. 

Known affectionately as Bachelor’s 
Buttons, the Centaurea or Cornflower is 
just about the ideal bloom to wear in 
the buttonhole, as It will stay fresh and 
attractive for 24 hours without water. 
Quite a few new varieties have been 
developed in recent years, but my own 
preference is for a fairly old kind called 
Jubilee Gem, making a nice compact 
plant only 14 inches tall, bearing 
masses of blue flowers in an exception¬ 
ally clear and pleasing shade. 

From a rather common and un¬ 


interesting flower, the marigolds have 
been developed into some amazingly 
beautiful specimens during the last 
twenty years, and they are of the 
easiest possible culture. Two main types 
are commonly grown, known as the 
French and the African marigolds. 
Strangely enough, these were both 
originally natives of Mexico and have 
nothing whatever to do with either 
France or Africa. 

Generally speaking, the French 
marigolds are dwarf plants covering 
themselves with a profusion of smallish 
flowers in yellow, orange and maroon. 
These are used mostly for their massed 
effect in beds and planters. The African 
marigolds are very much larger plants 
with flowers as much as five inches 
across, standing tall and excellent both 
for garden decoration and as cu^ 
flowers. 

Among the French marigolds, 
Naughty Marietta is a good old standby, 
making a neat, compact plant about ten 
inches tail and bearing bicolor flowers 
in golden yellow and maroon. Bolero, a 
1970 award winner, is an early- 
flowering, semi-double flower in a 
bright mahogany red splashed with 
gold, the plant standing about a foot 
tall. Other fine French marigolds are 
Spanish Brocade, Dolly, Lollipop, 
Sparky, King Tut, Nugget, Petite, 


Moonshot and Apollo, each with special 
qualities of its own. 

It is difficult to make a choice 
among the so-called African marigolds 
for there are so many fine varieties. 
Some kinds are shaggy, difficult to tell 
at first glance from a hothouse 
chrysanthemum; Giant Fluffy, Mam¬ 
moth Mum, Fantastic and Texas are 
good examples of this type. Others have 
tighter blooms known as the carnation- 
flowered marigolds, and of these I 
would pick Climax, Gold Coin, Alaska 
and Hawaii. 

There is also a hroa<LpetAlii»d tpypy 
called Senator Dirksen which performed 
very well, for me and attracted more 
attention last year than any" other 
marigold in my garden. > r 

Better keep a sharp lookout on your 
marigold plants this year, for the W„ 
Atlee Burpee Seed Co. has renewed its 
offer of $10,000 for the seeds of a pure [ 
white marigold with flowers 2ty inches 
or more across and as white as a 
Snowstorm petunia. Last year there, 
were four near-white marigolds in the 
Burpee test plot which came within a 
hairsbreadth of hitting the jackpot; 
their raisers were awarded consolation 
prizes of $100 each. 

This year, the long-sought white 
marigold could turn up in your garden 
— or mine! -

The end of the fashion 
industry as we once knew it 
came with the unveiling at 
the 1971 Paris spring showing 
of the one-legged P-frame 
bustle-backed hotpant roller- 
shade look.

A testimonial parchment 
went to Barbara Ann Hudlin, 
14. of 152 Sims, for rescuing 
three children for whom she 
was babysitting from a fire at 
1029 Tolmie last May. They 
were her sister Mirene, 8.

Thornton, 7.

All of a sudden, gteelhead have attained a position of 
prestige at both provincial and federal levels. 

The provincial fish and wildlife branch has increased the 
steclhead punchcard to 12 a year, from 25 cents, and 
announced more emphasis will be placed on sfeelhead 
management in future years. 

And at the federal level, Fisheries Minister Jack Davis 
has indicated interest in the federal department assuming 
responsibility lor the management of steclhead in British 
Columbia. 

He has even said: "Our department is looking seriously 
at the possibility of raising steeihead at the hatchery to be 
constructed on the Capilano River, beginning early in the new 
year. This hatchery is primarily for chinook and coho salmon, 
Ixit if various problems can be worked out we will also raise 
‘steeihead.” 

Organized steelheaders of the Steeihead Society of British 
Columbia have jumped in and welcomed the news of federal 
interest in steeihead. 

★ * * * 

This writer warns that enthusiasm should be tem¬ 
pered with caution. Don’t be in a hurry to change 
horses in mid stream. Don’t be in a hurry to grasp at straws. 

Neither federal or provincial governments have done 
much for steeihead yet. 

Ten years ago sports salmon fishenpen and commercial 
fishermen were unhappy with the federal government’s 
handling of salmon production and started to campaign for 
provincial control of salmon fishing. 

This columnist opposed the suggestion then, and since 
then federal fisheries has come on strong in the field of 
salmon production and is just about to launch a big salmon 
hatchery program for coho ahd chinook salmon ... a 
program aimed at helping the sports fishermen. 

What do you think would have happened under provincial 
jurisdiction? You just have to look at Buttle Lake and Utah 
Mines to guess what would have happened* to our salmon. 

Now it looks like we are going to turn the tide for our 
dwindling salmon races, and we might win the battle. 

Bui, let’s Wait and see before we trust the federal 
government with our steeihead. 

At the moment there is a dynamic federal fisheries 
minister in Jack Davis, but that could charige overnight. We 
could again have another Angus Maclean . . . perish the 
thought. ' 

But, we could also havq a new provincial recreation 
minister overnight, and then things could change quickly for 
the better. 

★ ★ ★ 

Meanwhile, provincial wildlife officials have been moving 
slowly ahead in steeihead management. They have made 
fairly exhaustive studies in the past three or four years on 
steeihead catches and the rivers from whiah they are taken. 

They have made a start on a pilot steeihead production 
program with 12,000 juvenile sterfhead (from eggs taken on 
the Big Qualicum) now being reared at the Abbotsford 
hatchery site. 

The provincial government does operate three trout 
hatcheries and has a big trout-hatchery stocking program. It 
is moving towards steeihead production. We should give 
provincial authorities a change to show what they can do, 
even if they have started late. Federal fisheries has yet te 
build its first hatchery. 

There is another advantage to provincial control. The 
province is in a better position to control habitat protection 
for the fish because it has jurisdiction of the land and water 
agencies along stream banks. Steeihead spend more time in 
the rivers. Habitat is all important for. them. 

Under federal control we would always ba wondering 
whether a stream was being managed for steeihead or 
salmon, and you only have to look at the Big Qualicum to see 
how steeihead suffer when a river is turned over to intensive 
salmon management. 

Actually all fisheries are administered under federal 
fisheries acts, but in 1938 the provincial government took 
over management of the freshwater fish when the federal 
officials turned over its salmon and trout hatchery system to 
provincial jurisdiction. 

Of course, the proper answer is full co-operation in the 
management of all species lictween provincial and federal 
government. There is a lot of bickering at the political level, 
but at the work level this feeling of co-operation is even now 
becoming more and more evident.

Saanich must be regarded as lucky in Its advent into the 
golf business, not only to have Noel, a playing member of the 
Royal Colwood club, but also John Tribe, comptroller- 
treasurer of the municipality. to call upon for expert advice. 
Tribe is a member of the Uplands Gold Club and another 
avid golfer. 

Although Mayor Curtis does not admit to being a golfer, 
he {mints out that his enthusiasm for the future of Cedar Hill 
as a great recreational asset to Saanich and Victoria as a 
whole is thereby completely “unbiassed.'' 

The outlook for Cedar HIU tf thus at the moment brighter 
than it t\as been (Or many years. The new clubhouse, which 
will eventually become the pro shop, is the first phase in an 
upgrading of the new municipal facility. 

It will be followed by a bigger clubhouse and by extensive 
alterations to the par 64 course. 

What the change has done immediately was to 
considerably improve the entrance to the club. The clubhouse 
site, off Doncaster Road, has not only adequate parking but 
also offers an attractive vista of the upper, and more 
spectacular part of the course. 

Noel says that eventually his committee hopes to increase 
par to 70 by redesigning a number of the holes. 

One such prospective change is a new first hole which 
would run from the clubhouse area alopg the eastern 
boundary down to the old McRae homestead. It would be 
about 500 yards long, slightly downhill and with a grave 
penalty awaiting the hooker. 

Noel is enthusiastic and is looking forward to his new 
position as a challenge charged with the ambition to make 
Cedar Hill one of the best municipal courses in the country. 

Relationship between the operators and the Cedar Hill 
Golf Chib appears to be good. Although they have nothing to 
do with the operation of the course, members have certain 
privileges. And a strong demand for membership will 
continue because it is only through this association that Cedar 
Hill players can enter national, provincial and local open 
competitions and acquire other facilities of RCGA-BCGA 
membership. 

Noel said the club is limited to 400 members, but that its 
main events, such as the Merriman Open would b? 
recognized by the municipality and the course would be 
closed to non-competitors on those days. 

The golfing community of the Victoria area will wish the 
Cedar Hill owners and its members the best of luck and a 
harmonious future.

Among projects they ’re 
working on which deal with 
future needs are:

• Studies of possible use 
of hovercraft for carrying 
cargo in smaller quantities 
than ships, but more quickly. 

At Bamfield, the laboratory 
is conducting research on 
stable platforms. 

It was to Bamfield that' 
Case came in 1961 after 
searching the waters of the 
West Coast for a deep 
natural harbor which did not 
need constant dredging.

Filthy Rooms, Teacher Lack 
Follow Referendum Defeats 


By NANCY BROWN 

Filthy schoolrooms, stinking 
offices, small children walk¬ 
ing along busy and dangerous 
roads, a music teacher with a 
neaMntolerable work load, 
increasing class sizes and 
shrinking programs. 

That’s the picture painted 
of Nanaimo school district in 
a special learning conditions 
commission report to the BjC. 
Teachers’ Federation. 

The report gives reasons 
for deteriorating conditions in 
what was once one of^ the 
most progressive school dis¬ 
tricts in the province. 

Tlie three-man commission 


i n vestigated conditions in 
West Vancou ver and 
Nanaimo, following the defeat 
last spring of the school 
districts’ operating budget, 
ordered by the provincial 
government to be put to 
referendum because it had 
increased more than 10 per 
cent above u provincial 
average for a basic education 
program. 


Seven school districts — 
West Vancouver, Nanaimo, 
Vanderhoof, Burns Lake, 
Peace ‘River North, Qualicum 
and Creston-Kaslo — had 
their budgets defeated. 

The commission was sent to 


study results of the curtailed 
budgets in West Vancouver 
and Nanaimo, talking to 
teachers, students, parents, 
and anyone else who was 
interested. 

“No horrendous disaster 
has struck West Vancouver or 
Nanaimo,” says the commis¬ 
sion report. 

"It is too easy for tlie too- 
thought less to assume that 
the elimination of personnel, 
programs and services has 
not hindered the educational 
opportunities fori youngsters 
after all, and that perhaps the 
taxpayers’ firm ‘no’ was good 
for the school system. It 
would ‘smarten it up’ a 
little.” 


In Nanaimo the commission 
members visited three high 
schools and nine elementary 
schools. 

As a result of the referen¬ 
dum defeat, a reduction was 
made in the number of 
regular classroom teachers 
employed in the district, and 
the district was short at least 
30 teachers, the report said. 


Virtually all paid auxiliary 
school personnel have been 
eliminated, adding to the 
number of duties the teacher 
had to perfonn, and again 
cutting down on time to spend 
with pupils.

With Highway Funds Short

. funds for Bedford Street from 
10th to 21st Avenue will be 
available this .< year.

The CamoBun College bud¬ 
get is up in the air again. 

A windfall surplus of $73,000 
from the 1970 Institute of 
Adult Studies was reported to 
the college council Monday 
night, and councillors are 
pondering it’s best use. 

The entire amount could be 
put over into the 1971 budget, 
reducing the taxpayers share 
from 0.9 mills to 0.77 mills — 
or,- on an average $20,000 
home, from $5.75 to $4.85. 
it it it 

On the other hand a bur¬ 
sary fund might be set up 
with the district’s share of the 
suplus — some $36,000 — so 
that college fees could be 
raised to $250 for those who 
could pay. 

This would mean a local 
cost of $303,962, which works 
out to 0.8 mills, or $5.04 in 
taxes on that $20,000 home. 

Executive officer A. J. 
Longmore reported to the 
council that at the end of 1970 
there was a capital surplus of 
$10,115 and an operating 
surplus of $63,267. However, 
some of that money had been 
needed in other sections of 
the institute budget so that 


the actual surplus was aboqt 
$56,500. 

That entire amount, he 
said, could be carried over 
into the 1971 budget. 

Reason for the surplus, 
according to Longmore. Was 
c u rtailing of expenditures 
once it was realized that the 
institute would cloee in 1971.

Vancouver Island is getting 
"its share” of marriage- 
divorce schemes arranged for 
evasion of Canadian immigra¬ 
tion laws, a Victoria immi¬ 
gration official said Monday. 

"The question Is how do you 
prove it?” J. H. Smith, 
district supervisor of the 
i m m i gration department’s 
Victoria office, told the Colo¬ 
nist. 

The brides-for-hire scheme 
in which would-be immigrants 
to Canada paid for brief 
marriages of convenience — 
some of them to female 
impersonators — in order to 
qualify for landed immigrant 
status was cracked over the 
weekend by immigration offi¬ 
cials in Vancouver working 
with polipe. 

it it ★ 

L. C. Hawkins, Pacific | 
region director of the immi¬ 
gration department, said 
Monday that applications for 
landed immigrancy by about 
300 East Indian men were 
being held back while the 
investigation continues. 

The men involved in the 
strfieme, he said, were all 
those persons who would be 
unqualified for landed immi¬ 
grancy except for the fact of 
marriage to Canadian citi¬ 
zens. In some cases, he said, 
the "wives” were male trans¬ 
vestites posing as females. 

A "wife” would go through 
the marriage ceremony, testi¬ 
fy to the marriage and to her 
own Canadian citizenship, 
then have the marriage an¬ 
nulled after the '%^sband” 
was granted landed Immi¬ 
grant status. 

Hawkins said a 10-month 
probe revealed that brides 
were paid from about $200 to 
$1,000 to co-operate. 

★ ★ ★ 

Two persons were arrested 
Sunday and charged jointly 
with three counts of conspir¬ 
ing to violate the immigration 
act by making misleading 
statements. Warrants for two 
others were issued. 

Arrested and held on bail of 
$3,500 each were Marilyn 
Joyce Flekk, 22. of Vancouver 
and Jamel Singh, 37, of 
Mission City. 

Hawkins said the marriages 
of convenience came to light 
last March, when it was 
noticed that "wives” and 
"husbands” needed interpret¬ 
ers to converse. It was also 
noticed that the couples split 
up and went their separate 
ways when leaving immigra¬ 
tion offices.

is the first year the students 
have gone to tlie village high 
school. 

"Formerly the students 
attended a boarding school at 
Port Albemi,” Andrus chak 
said.,* 

"It WM a very unsatis¬ 
factory arrangement because 
the students could only come 


home several times a year to 
visit their family end. as a 
result, many of the families , 
moved to the Port Alberni 
area.” 

Since the bus program 
started in September, the 
total number of students 
leaving the Indian village for 
outside schools lias, risen from 


19 to 27. The majority attend 
the elementary school at 
NitJnat camp. 

When the bus arrives at the 
Nitinnt village, the high 
school pupils are 'transferred 
to another which takes them 
to Lake Cowichan. On the 
return trip, they leave the 
high school at 3:30 p.m. and 


arrive home nearly twcr hours 
later. 

The daily journey has not 
affected the enthusiasm of the’ 
students, however. 

According to principal 
Oscar Palsson, their attend¬ 
ance record is uhnost fault¬ 
less, and there have been no 
dropouts this year.

A heroic father-and-son 
team from Esquimau and a

Commercial fisherman Jim 
Blyth, 47. of 1153 Hadfield and 
his son Don, 18, were 
awarded the medals for 
rescuing five American com¬ 
mercial fishermen whose boat 
capsized in August, 1969, 40 
miles southwest of Cape, 
Flattery. 

The posthumous award 
went to Blair Garnett, 15, of 
Mill Bay, drowned in July, 
1969 off Long Beach when the 
pleasure craft in which he 
and ten others were travelling 
capsized. Three other passen¬ 
gers also drowned. 

The association also 
awarded bronze medals to 
survivors Kenneth Norris. 14. 


and David Garnett, 13, both of 
Mill Bay. for their rescue 
attempts in the Long Beach 
tragedy. 

A testimonial parchment 
went to Barbara Aran Hudlin, 
14, of 152 Sims, for rescuing 
three children for whom she 
was babysitting from a fire at 
1029 Tolmle last May. They 
were her sister Mirene, 8. 
Klana Thornton. 6 and Gwen 
Thornton, 7. - 

The awards were announced 
from Royal Canadian Humane 
Association headquarters in 
Hamilton.

Oil Talks Collapse 


Stage Now Set 
For Fuel Crisis 


TEHERAN (UPI) - Oil- 
producing nations and major 
petrole um companies broke 
off Tuesday, set¬ 

ting the stage for the west’s 
most serious fuel crisis since 
the 1967 Middle East war. 

Iran, one of the world's 
major oil nations, threatened 
"very strong” action by the 
Organization ’ of Petroleum' 
Exporting Countries, which 
provides the bulk of fu^i for 
Western Europe and Japan. 

Western oil sources said the 
breakdown in talks made it 
impossible for the companies 
and countries to agree on 
prices before a Feb. 3 OPEC 
deadline.

“The western companies 
preferred not to reach an 
agreement, therefore they 
should bear all the responsi- 
bility for further action 
against them.” Iranian 
Finance Minister Jamshid 


Amouzegar said in a com¬ 
munique. 

He predicted the OPEC 
nations ’’will pass a very 
strong resolution against five 
oil companies” at a scheduled 
meeting today. Oil sources 
said if militants take control 
of the meeting the resolution 
might call for a cutoff of oil 
supplies to Japan and 
Western Europe. 


The 10-nation OPEC had 
threatened to cut oil supplies 
to Western Europe and Japan 
if the negotiations, which have 
been going on for weeks, did 
not result in a satisfactory 
settlement by today. 

"We are terribly dis¬ 
appointed,” said Lord Strath- 
almond of British Petroleum, 
who headed the negotiating 
team for the 22 western 
companies. "Progress was 
being made hut ^ time was 
against us."

In the employment periods they would acquire the 
experience of working under supervisors chosen espe¬ 
cially to recognize limitations and develop potentials, 
Mrs. Marshall said. 

The men would receive regular union wages while 
working for two weeks each month and social assistance 
for the remaining two weeks. The ultimate goal is to 
rehabilitate social assistance recipients, the administra¬ 
tor said. 

Municipal Engineer Neville Life suggested to Mrs. 
Marshall in preliminary discussions that the men work 
at cleaning and beautifying Colquitz Creek. 

The project would require an instructor from the 
Institute of Adult Education, a foreman and a social 
worker.

Filthy Rooms, Teacher Lack 
Follow Referendum Defeats 


By NANCY BROWN 

Filthy schoolrooms, stinking 
offices, small children walk- 
ing along busy and dangerous 
roads, a musk: teacher with a * 
near-intolerable work load, 
Increasing class sizes and 
shrinking programs. 

That’s the picture painted 
of Nanaimo school district in 
a special learning conditions 
commission report to the B.C. 
Teachers' Federation. 

The report gives reasons 
for deteriorating conditions in 
what was once one of the 
most progressive school dis¬ 
tricts in the province. 

The three-man commission 
Investigated conditions in 
West Vancou ver and 
Nanaimo, following the defeat 


last spring of the school 
districts' operating budget, 
ordered by the provincial 
government to be put to 
referendum because it had 
increased more than 10 per 
cent above a provincial 
average for a basic education 
program. 


Seven school districts — 
West Vancouver, Nanalijio, 
Vanderhoof, Burns Lake, 
Peace River North, Qualicum 
and Creston-Kaslo — had 
their budgets defeated. * 

The commission was sent to 
study results of the curtailed 
budgets in West Vancouver 
and Nanaimo, talking to 
teachers, students, parents, 
and anyone else who was 
interested. 


"No horrendous disaster 
has struck West Vancouver or 
Nanaimo,” says the commis¬ 
sion report. 

"It is too easy for the too- 
thoughtless to assume that 
the elimination of personnel, 
programs and services has 
not hindered the educational 
opportunities tor youngsters 
after ail, and that perhaps the 
taxpayers' firm ‘no’ was good 
for the school system. It 
would ‘smarten it up’ a 
little.” 

In Nanaimo the commission 
members visited three high 
schools and nine elementary 
schools. • 

As a result of the referen¬ 
dum defeat, a reduction was 
made in the number of 
regular classroom teachers 


employed In the district, and 
the district was short at least 
30 teachers, the report said. 

Virtually all paid auxiliary 
school personnel have been 
eliminated, adding to the 
number of duties the teacher 
had to perform, and again 
cutting down on time to spend 
with pupils. 


Five administration. posi¬ 
tions had been eliminated, 
causing a breakdown on in- 
service training programs for 
teachers and limiting the 
physical education program in 
the elementary schools. 

One of the positions elimin¬ 
ated was that of special 
consultant for the primary 
schools,, with the result that

Slit a ferry across the 
middle and lengthen it by 
35 feet. That will In¬ 
crease the carrying capa¬ 
city by only six cars. 

Better still, cut it length¬ 
wise down the middle as well, 
widen it by 22V4 feet and 
make a catamaran out of it. 
Increase In capacity—from 18 
to 50 cars. 

This is the type of problem 
Case Existological Labora¬ 
tories Limited of Victoria 
likes to get its teeth into. 

Working with William 
Weston, operations manager 
of the B.C. Ferries, the lab 
developed the design, and It 
will be put into effect, 
starting next Wednesday at 
Burra rd Dry Dock in North 
Vancouver. 

The ferry in question is the 
Island Prince** which runs 
between Kelsey Bay-Beaver 
Cove and between Alert Bay- 
Sointula. 

Burrard was awarded a 
contract of 3S40.726 this week. 
While the bid was about 
$36,000 higher than that of 
Van couver Shipyard, the 
delivery time was 11 weeks 
compared with the cEher 
shipyard’s 17 weeks, Weston 
said Tuesday. 

A cabinet order-in-council 
made public in Victoria Tues¬ 
day said that since the Queen 
of tjie Islands, committed to 
the summer schedule on the . 
Comox to Powell River run. is 
to be the relief vessel serving 
Kelsey Bay and Beaver Cove 
during the construction 
period, the time alloted for 
conversion is of vital impor¬ 
tance. 

The cabinet order said the 
six weeks’ additional time 
required by the lower bidder 
didn’t fit in with the govern¬ 
ment’s commitments. But it 
added there would also be a 
special penalty clause In the 
contract given to Burrard of 
$1,500 for each working date it 
is late in completing hie 
conversion up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $45,000 extra.

It gave no date for the start 
of the work. 

The Victoria laboratory is 
racking up a lot of work on 
B.C. ferries. Already it has 
designed platform decks for 
the ferries to carry extra 
cart, designed the extensions 
of the Queen of Esquimalt 
and the Queen of Victoria, 
and designed the conversion 
of the Sunshine Coast Queen. 

In addition, the firm has 
supervised the building of the 
container ship Klondike for 
White Pass and Yukon Route, 
designed two car ferries for 
use on the Arrow Lakes and 
designed the Undersea Gar¬ 
dens and Sealand in Victoria. 

John Case, president of the 
firm, is a man with his eye to 
the future. He sees a tremen¬ 
dous future in the marine 
field with lots of accompany¬ 
ing problems. But he’s 
optimistic, too. 


“If we put our energies in 
the right place, we’ll get 
results,” he said. 

He would like to see world 
pollution monitored with a 
view to correcting it. 

“I believe the atmosphere 
and the oceans inter-re act,” 
he explained, “and what we 
do to one influences the 
other.” 

There are so many prob¬ 
lems involving the ocean, he 
said, and Canada is in a 
unique -position to do some¬ 
thing about it. 

"We have vast areas for 
research — fresh water, 
coastline, inaccessible areas, 
the Arctic," he said. 

"In our laboratory we are 
working on adapters to our oil 
spectrophometer to monitor 
mercury and other pollu¬ 
tants.” 

Case also has his ear to the 
ground and his nose to the 
grindstone. Evidence of his 
diligent work is the fact that, 
seven years ago, he started 
his business in the basement 
of his home with himself as 
the only worker. 

He came to Victoria in 1962 
as assistant naval architect in 
the drawing office at Victoria 
Machinery Depot and stayed 
there until 1964 when he 
formed his company. 

Six months later he was 
joined by Murdo Smith, a 
former chief machinery 
draftsman and Neale Back¬ 
house, a structural designer. 


The company now has 14 
employees. B u s i b«| s has 
doubled every year from 1966 
to 1969 and last year, even in 
the face of economic reces¬ 
sion. the firm had $300,000 
worth of orders. Formerly in 
cramped quarters in down¬ 
town Victoria, the firm just 
opened spacious new quarters 
on Cave Street in Esquimalt. 

On staff are seven former 
Victoria Machinery Depot 
employees and two ex-RCN 
personnel. 

Among projects they’re 
working on which deal with 
future needs are: 

• Studies toward develop¬ 
ing stable platforms for ocean 
research. 

• Studies of a German 
propulsion system which has 
been installed in the Arrow 
Lakes ferries and which may 

be used on larger craft. 

• Studies of spectromet- 
ric oil analysis and vibration 
t o determine maintenance 
requirements of ships ’ and 
aircraft engines. 

• Studies of possible use 
of hovercraft for carrying 
cargo in smaller quantities 
than ships, but more quickly. 

• An alysing hovercraft 
from the owners’ standpoint 
— economics, limitations, 
maintenance costs, capital 
costs, uses, different types 
and muffling of noise. 

At Bamfield, the laboratory 
is conducting research on 
stable platforms. 


It was to Bamfield that 
Case came in 1961 after 
searching the waters of the 
West Coast for a deep 
natural harbor which did not 
need constant dredging. 

He bought 14 acres there 
and began exploratory work 
for a small research labora¬ 
tory. He was doing a lot of 
diving then, and experiment¬ 
ing with underwater photog¬ 
raphy.

The Bamfield property is In 
the area which is destined to 
become a provincial-federal 
park, and its future is un¬ 
certain. If he has to give up 
the property. Case hopes to 
find another which will serve 
as well as a research area.
